the deceased from the Doctor, dismisses it at once. When Europeans go out to 
shoot, a zamindér, lambardér, cultivator or some other village man every now and 
then falls a victim to their bullet. As far as possible, cases like these are 
generally hushed up. If such a case, however, happens to reach a court, mere medi- 
cal evidence cannot possibly save the accused and he therefore pleads that he mistook | 
the deceased for a monkey or bear. The jury, which is almost entirely composed 
of Europeans, accepts this statement as ,true, and the result is that the culprit is 
generally acquitted, sometimes being fined Re. 20 or Rs. 25 only. The native 
papers uselessly keep howling over such occurrences, though they have repeatedly 
seen that the murder of a nigger by a white man is not considered any serious 
crime, and hence the plat is not punished. To be sure, how can any punish- 
ment be accorded to the accused, when no charge is proved azainst him? The 
native papers foolishly demand justice. They ought to eonsider that when no 
offence is proved against the accused, he cannot be punished, the law permitting 
no one to be punished without conviction. Well, these connivances of courts 
at the offences of Europeans are well understood by natives. They are not only 
indicative of race feeling, but also show the distinction observed between the 
conquerors and the conquered. There is no doubt that every conquering nation has 
always enjoyed certain privileges against the conquered people. But there is one 
marked difference between the conduct of the British rulers and that of the former 
conquerors of India. The latter openly and authoritatively made special concessions 
to their own countrymen, and not unlike the former, did it in a round about way 
by the aid of legal dodges and chicanery. At present all those legal formalities are 
observed in the trial of a European offender as in that of a native, but the 
ultimate result is invariably indicative of partiality shown to the members of 
the ruling class. This indirect and clumsy way of making special concessions to 
Europeans is very unsatisfactory, it being mere waste of public time and money 
to go through the regular legal processes in the trial of mixed cases. May it be 
asked whether it would not “ much better if Government made an open announce- 
ment of the special immunities it liked to grant to its countrymen? The Indians, 
who are loyal subjects of the Queen, do not,’ being well aware of the position 
of a conquered people, complain of or grudge the special privileges enjoyed by Kuro 
peans in this country. But life is certainly dear to them, and they desire it to be 
held sacred or at least safeguarded by some legal provision of the grant of a suitable 
indemnity to their heirs or other relatives when they are deprived of it bya 
European. The Government had therefore better add a clause to the section 
dealing with punishment for murder and culpable homicide to the elect that 
under certain special circumstances the court has power to cause compensation 
to be given by the accused to the heirs of the deceased, fixing the minimum and 
‘maximum amounts of the blood-money. If this is done the authorities will not have 
the necessity to devise legal subterfuges to save tlie lives of their countrymen who 
cause the deaths of natives, Moreover the people themselves and the native pres* 
wil algo have no cause of complaint and experience no heart-burning when provisior

. | in his opinion, are a disgrace to the enlightened British 
rule and ought to be redressed. erst, the orders of Government regarding the 
supply of good and unadulterated food to convicts are more honoured in the breach 
than in the observance by the jail officials. Dust is mixed with the wheat flour of 
which cakes are made, and the cakes are not thoroughly roasted. It is true that 
the Jail Superintendent occasionally examines some cakes, but care is taken to 
show him cakes of superior quality, a small number of which is prepared 
every day for the favoured few. In order to check the evil the District Magis- 
trate should now and then pay a visit to the jail at meal time and take small 
bits from the cakes served out to the prisoners, getting the bits examined carefully. 
Secondly, the jail officials much harass and ill-treat convicts without cause, the 
treatment being simply brutal. ‘The convicts dare not complain for fear of further 
persecution. Some one Civilian or other should pay a visit-to the jail at least 
once a week and ask the convicts if they have any complaints, assuring them that 
if the complaints are true the complainants and others who give evidence in their 
support will be transferred to another jail. Such inquiries would greatly tend to 
check the ill-treatment of the convicts. Thirdly, the latrines are not provided 
with screens in order that convicts might not be exposed to one another's view; 
and all convicts have to take water indiscriminately from the same earthen’ vessels 
at the time, such water being unfit for the performance of ablutions on religious 
grounds. Fourthly, necessary conveniences and comforts are provided for the 
Christian convicts with due regard to the state of the weather. This indulgence 
is shown them probably because th¢y are accustomed to lead a comfortable lite 
and not because they are Christians. But no such indulgence is extended to native 
eonvicts belonging to respectable classes and accustomed to live in comfort. This 


is very unfair to them and the hardships to which they are exposed often prove 
fatal to them. . :
